Conserve Rubber 
On Machinery 


(Experimental Farm News) 

There will be no new farm equip- 
ment supplied on rubber tires for 
the duration of the war. Every far- 
mer will have to make his present 
rubber equipment last until the 
war is over or he will be without 
the advantages or use of these ma- 
chines at a time when they are es- 
pecially necessary for increased 
production, reduced costs and to 
offset the labor shortage, says G. N. 
Denike, Dominion Experimental 
Btation, Swift Current, Sask. 

Practically all rubber tires an 

farm machinery can. be made to 
give better service and longer life 
than normal if the following points 
are carefully noted: 
1. Rubber is a perishable product 
and subject to damage by heat, 
freezing and thawing, direct sun- 
light and wet. Keep rubber tires 
under cover cover as much as pos- 
sible when not in actual use, pre- 
ferably in a cool, dry and darken- 
ed shed, 

2. Rubber will age in time but its 
life can ‘be prolonged by proper 
fse when active, and proper, pro- 
tection when inactive. 

3. All rubber tires, except the 
solid type, depend upon correct 
air pressure for their strength to 
ycarry the load and for their long 
wearing qualities. Check each tire 
for correct pressure at least twice 
every week when in use. 

4. Low air pressure causes crack+ 
ing of the sire walls and breaks in 
the fabric. Keep tires slightly 
above the average recommended 
pressure for longest wear and 
trouble free life. 

5. Check the alignment of all 
wheels with rubber tires at fre- 
quent intervals. Any wheel which 
is out of true or improperly bal- 
anced causes excessive wear on 
that tire 

6. Never overload or overspeed 
rubber tires. ~

This is the season in which prices 
normally reach their high point of 
the year, Recognizing this nor ~al 
yeason variation in prices the War- 
time Prives and Trade Board has 
permitted such commodities as beet 
lamb and potatoes to rise In price, 
but they will dclin again in the late 
summer and early autumn. 

It is possible that the July Ist 
figures will be slightly higher than 
June. But in August, the cost of 
living will again decline as meats 
and vegetables become more plent- 
‘ful, and their prices follow their 
normal seasonal curve, 

Beef Prices to be Reduced 

Beef prices are coming down. 
On Monday, July 13th, a cut of one 
cent per pound, wholesale, and re- 
tail for beef, will come into effect 
under the scale worked out by the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 
{This reduction applies to the best, 
or red ribbon beef, and a propor- 
tionate decrease will work out for 
cheaper grades of beef, running to 
as much as two cents per pound, it 
is stated by the administration of 
the Board at Regional Offices at 
(Edmonton. 

Asks Return of Sugar Coupons 

In accordance with the ruling 
that householders and firms should 
return coupons for surplus sugar 
supplies on hand after the ration- 
ing date, July Ist, 1042, there is a 
steady flow of coupons coming in 
to the rationing division, Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, officials 
state. 

Coupons are submitted to the 
Regional offices of the Board, Wil- 
liamson Building, Edmonton, and 
will be received every two weeks, 
for as long as the supplies last or 
until the householder needs more 
sugar. 

Take Ration Cards on Vacation 

Summer leave for any members 
of the Armed Services, and summer 
vacation plans for the young fry all 
come within the calculations of the 
sugar administration, Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 

Any members of the Armed Ser- 
vices, or of the Women’s Auxiliar- 
ies to the Armed Services, with 
leave of more than seven days will 
be given a ration card for sugar. 
But if leave is for seven days or 
less, they will have to rely on the 
hospitality of their friends for their 
vugar supplies. Anyone joining the 
services or entering barracks must 
relinquish his sugar ration card, 
which will be returned to the War- 
thme Prices and Trade Board. 
Milistones For Jewellers 

When it comes to infringements 
of the consumer-credit regulations 
of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, jewellers have received 
millstones of penalty, to the glitter- 
ing account of $70.00 and costs, 
when Shores Limited, Vancouver 
were convicted of three charges, in 
Vancouver, and $35 and costs when 
Phillip’s Credit Jewellers Limited 
pleaded guilty to two charges, also 
in Vancouver.

Navies Radios 
Are Screened 


Portable radio sets for shipy 
crews which do not give away po- 
sitions to the enemy are now in 
use in Britain’s Royal Navy. 

The Navy has received more than 
15,000 sets and 25,000 pounds raised 
by voluntary subscriptions has 


craft whose ship’s companies can 


* now Hsten in when off duty. As the 


sets are “screened”, they do not re- 
radiate, and so do not disclose the 
ship’s position to the enemy. 

The manufacturers made several 
jmodifications in a standard port- 
able radio, giving it an exception- 
ally strong cabinet and fitting up 
the chassis so that the set would be 
able to stand up to the hard knocks 
likely to be received under Service 
conditions, It has roughly 800 sepa- 
rate parts. 

No accumulator is necessary and 
the battery gives 240 hours’ service. 
The makers have been able to is- 
sue fresh batteries at the rate of 


1000 per week, and 10,000 valves . 


have been sent out in the last 
twelve months. The Royal Air 
Force has been supplied with 5,000 
sets and the Army has had 8,000. 
They are being used in many re- 
mote districts of Britain as well as 
in Iceland and the Middle East.

We rarely offer «vice to faruiers, 
but will risk doing sv now. Drought 
will come again just as surely as the 
sun will rise tomorrow morning. 
What a year this is to set aside 
some feed reserves—wild hay, tame 
hay and feed grains. Trué, there will 
be mighty little granary space avail- 
able for feed grains; but what about 
stacking? Surely every farmer pro- 
ducing livestock should have a good 
row of sheaf oats and barley stacks 
this fall. 

Stacking is almost a lost art, but 
it should be recovered. Only through 
skill and experience can a uniform 
row of attractive, symmetrical stacks 
be ‘built, However, to preserye the 
sheaves, the most important con- 
sideration is keeping the stack high 
in the middle while building, If, 
after settling, the sheaves come 
horizontal or slightly down at the 
head ends, rain will work in and 
the grain may be ruined, So, while 
building, the middle must be kept 
high and then, after settling, all 
sheaves will slo slightly down 
towards the butts Pe the grain 
should remain in good shape for 
years. :
